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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the Utt signal in Gould is Indeed associated with 
a button. Gould teaches that the Utt signal can originate from a variety of devices, including a mouse (col. 3 lines 48-50, col. 5 line 3-6; 
col. lOlines 44-49). And therefore, the Utt signal is an actuatiing sigani from the mouse. White teaches a mouse with two buttons (Fig. 
3) for two different modes (see fig. 6, step 107 - the change in the 'state of the switch'). Therefore, Gould teaches a mouse activation 
signal. White teaches a dual mode actuated mouse, and therefore the combination of Gould in view of White teaches a dual mode 
mouse for a recognition system. With respect to the arguments against the motivation to combinte the Gould and White references, 
examiner argues that the motivation to use White is to transfer/simplify the process of switching between recognition modes (the Gould 
reference uses command/word recognition to perform this task, whereas White uses a dual mode mouse device, and thereby not relying 
upon the accuracy of the recognition system to perform the mode switching). Arguments presented on page 5 to page 8 of the response 
present similar viewpoints that have been addressed above with respect to the Gould and White references.. 
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
